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1 ) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance is that the cited prior art does not disclose a 
cellulosic product comprising clay having 3R 2 stacking (claim 38). 

The clay of 3R 2 stacking is a structural feature. The Specification defines the 
clay having 3R 2 stacking on pg. 5, lines 1-17: the "3R 2 clay suitably has a three-layer 
repeat. The 3R 2 stacking polytype of clay has a different layer arrangement/stacking 
than the 3R1 stacking polytype, herein also referred to as "3R<\ clay". The 3R-\ and 3R 2 
clays can be distinguished from each other by X-ray diffraction/reflections patterns by 

the intensities of the 107 and 108 d hki reflections Furthermore, the clay having 3R 2 

stacking has a different morphology compared to that of conventional 3Ri clays, as can 
be detected by the SEM examinations. The 3R 2 clay appears to have a structure with 
1 5 irregular flake-like platelets which are randomly agglomerated, whereas the 
conventional and prior art 3Ri clays have regular well-formed layers of platelets which 
are arranged in the usual book-stack form."
